1. Upon review of the drawings and specification, a number of significant formal 
problems were noted. As a result, this application is hereby reopened to address these 
issues. 



2. New formal drawings are required in this application because Figure 5u is listed 
twice as two different figures. Figure 6n is used to label two different figures. Figure 6c ^ 
is missing from the drawings. Applicant is advised to employ the services of a 
competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the Patent and Trademark Office 
no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to this 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will 
not be held in abeyance. 



3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The Brief

Description of the Drawings does not cite Figures 6o or 6p. Further, none of the figures 
of Figure 17 is cited. Additionally, there are numerous instances where subscripts are 



not properly positioned (e.g. "(Y-AY)n" instead of "(Y-AYV) and were the symbol for 
degrees of temperature is improperly positioned (e.g. "40oC" instead of "4G°C"). 

Appropriate correction is required.
